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Report Of Sub-Committee On Reforestation 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: We, the members of the Reforestation Sub- 
Committee beg leave to report as follows: 


We found on Plot No. 20, about six acres of red and white 
pine next to the jack-pine last fall and had it trimmed. There 
was another strip of about six acres of open land which we 
had furrowed this spring and planted with red and white pine 
and larch. 


Plot No. 21, in South Walsingham, was all finished plant- 
ing, a new wire fence along the road and one line fence built. 
We also had fire guards put along the road and down both 
sides and across the back and one down through the middle. 


The fire guards have been all plowed and disced twice 
this year. We found that the ordinary tractor discs didn’t 
cut deep enough to keep the grass and weeds down and the 
plowing scon grew up between the furrows, so we purchased 
a one-way disc plow and it has made a very good job on the 
guards. 


Plot No. 11, where the fire was last year would not burn 
last winter and had to be left. Mr. Robert Waldick is getting 
it ready for planting next spring which is about 20 acres. Also 
on Plot No. 8, North Walsingham, where the Scotch Pine is 
left around the old gravel pit, our old friend Hod Boughner 
is trying to get some one to cut and burn this so it can be re- 
planted in the spring. That will make room for about 10 to 
12 acres to replant there. 


We decided to put a fire guard along the road on Plot No. 
1, Bonnie Heath Farm, but when I was down, everybody still 
had a job, but I think we can soon get somebody to clear the 
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brush now. We find that the trimming is all caught up to 
date.

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Report Of The Committee Of The Whole 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of 
the County of Norfolk. 

Gentlemen: Your Committee of the Whole begs leave to 
report as follows: 

That paragraph headed “Assessment of the report of the 
General Administration Committee” of the March, 1949 ses- 
sion and appearing on page 12 of the printed reports and 
which reads: ‘‘We recommend that the cost of appeals to the 
Appeal Court be borne 50% by the Municipality and 50% by 
the County”. The same is hereby rescinded, and that the 
County pay these costs to date. 

The resolution from Perth County Council was endorsed 
to petition the Department of Highways to have legislation 
enacted to make it a serious offence to throw bottles and other 
junk on the side of the road and to make the penalty very 
stiff so as to discourage such practice, because of the hazard 
to rubber tired machinery in the cutting of weeds and the 
clearing of snow. 

No action was taken on the resolution from the County 
of Simcoe that the Council request legislation to provide for 
the Provincial Legislature to assume 50% of all the costs of 
maintaining Children’s Aid Societies, 50% of the cost of main- 
taining indigent patients in Public Hospitals and 50% of the 
cost of all other social services. 

No action taken on the resolution from the County of 
Simcoe requesting that the dates for Daylight Saving Time in 
1950 be from the last Sunday in April to the last Sunday in 
September, and that the Ontario Legislature give leadership 
in suggesting to Municipalities that they adopt the above 
dates. 

We recommend that the difference between the actual 
cost, based on the per diem rate, less recoveries, and the 
amount raised for wards of the Norfolk Children’s Aid 
Society be given to the Society at the end of the year.

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BY-LAW NO. 904 


A By-Law to appoint High School Trustees for the var- 
ious High School Districts in the County of Norfolk. 

WHEREAS Norfolk County By-Laws No. 871, 872 and 875 
the High School Districts of Simcoe, Delhi, and Waterford 
were enlarged and under By-Law No. 888 the South-West 
Norfolk High School District was established. 

AND WHEREAS under R. S. O. 1946, Chapter 37, Sec. 4, 
(3) High School Trustees shall be appointed at the last regu- 
lar meeting held by the appointing body in the calendar year 
and shall take office on the lst day of January of the follow- 
ing year. 

AND WHEREAS under R. S. O. 1947, Chapter 37, Section 
13, (4) (a) the Council of the County may appoint one trustee, 
who shall hold office for one year. 

THEREFORE BE IT ENACTED by the Council of the 
County of Norfolk in Council assembled that: 

1. Mr. H. J. H. Barrett of the Village of Port Dover. is 
hereby appointed a High School Trustee for the Simcoe High 
School District Board. 

2. Mr. William A. North of the Village of Delhi is hereby 
appointed a High School Trustee for the Delhi High School 
District Board. 

3. Mr. Charles L. Hall of the Township of Townsend is 
hereby appointed a High School Trustee for the Waterford 
High School District Board. 

4. Mr. William D. Knowles of the Township of North 
Walsingham is hereby appointed a High School Trustee for 
the South-West Norfolk High School District Board. 

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED that all By-Laws in- 
consistent with this By-Law are hereby repealed.
